Priest Treated as “Mock Christ” 
“In Karahagh, Comsomoles over- 
took the village priest, a poor, weak 
man who was unable to defend him- 
self, dressed Wim as a mock-Christ, 
dragzed him into the street, and there 
belabored and derided him. They then 
stripped him of all his clothing, placed 
him, facing backwards, on a donkey 
and drove him through the streets, 
erying: “Look here and listen. This is 
the way demagogues are treated;’ Not: 
all of the Orthodox and Georgian 
church priests withstaed these perse- 
eutions. Many deserted their churches, 
and, as apostates, now earn a scanty 
living as clerks or wretched dealers, 
derided and despised even by those, 
who forced them to such ignominy. 
“The situation of the Catholic 
Church in Armenia was fairly peace- 
ful in the first years of Bolshevik rule, 
while, at the same time, the Orthodox 
Church was exposed to serious perse- |

“I know for a certainty that not 
even the houses of the Apostolic Ad- 
ministators, Monsignor Emanuel and 
Monsignor Bagaradian, were safe 
from forcible entries by the police. 
The houses of both these representa- 
tives of the Catholic Church were ran- 
sacked, and books and documents were 
confiscated. Both priests were 
brought before the Cheka, who took 
statements from them. The corres- 
pondence of the Administrators with 
priests were translated into Russian 
and the contents published in Soviet 
papers in an effort to debase them. 


Rector Diabolically Tortured 

“The Armenian Catholic rector of 
Bawra. near Achalkalak, John Ter 
Boghassin, was kept in prison for six 
months because he refused to waver 
in the performance of his priestly du- 
ties. 

“It is with emotion that I think of 
the fate of the Catholic rector, An- 
thony Katanjian, who, through his 
apostolic work, had aroused the fury 
of the Communist authorities and re- 
sisted all attempts to intimidate him. 

But he was charged with hiding 
arms in his house and was imprisoned. 
After being whipped mercilessly, to 
eoerce him to become an apostate, he 
was taken one night to a field and told 
to dig his grave. When the grave was 
dug, he was put in it standing up and

CARD. O'CONNELL SUSPENDS 
THE MALDEN PILGRIMAGE BY 


CLOSING CEMETERY GATES © 


None But Funerals to Be Admitted to Site of Father 
Power’s Grave Until Investigation Is Made— 
Throngs Continue to Visit the Place. 


Malden, Mass.——Cardinal O'Connell. 


Afchbishop of Boston, ordered the 
gates of Holy Cross Cemetery here 
closed to all but funerals, beginning 
Monday. 

The Cardinal’s order, from Boston, 
brings to a halt the pilgrimages to the 
grave of the Rev. Patrick Power, a 
priest who died sixty years ago. Dur- 
ing the past month an estimated two 
million people have visited the grave 
of the long-dead priest, in the hope of 
finding cures for their various ail- 
ments. Many cures have been claimed 

Before the Cardinal's announcement 
was made cemetery officials had plan- 
ned to close the gates for all but three 


hours daily, and also had announced 


their intention of restricting visitors 
on four days a week to invalids and 
cripples. 

The order closing the cemetery 
reads:

“The Cardinal, therefore, has decid- 
ed that for the interest of all con- 
cerned, the cemetery will be closed to 
all except funerals, beginning Monday 
morning until further notice.”
